"The cells are excellent," he 
said. "I haven't seen sny better 
in the province for a place this 
size.

Introducing N. L. Mathews, 
K.C., crown attorney.

He 
doesn't get anything he doesn't 
deserve.

'The court Is indeed fortunate 
in the choice of a magistrate," 
said Mr. Mathews. "Newmarket 
gets only $20 a month for rent of 
'the town hall, and $5 for 
stationery, that the other muni- 
cipalities do not get, and that 
doesn't begin to cover the cost." 
Dr. Dales introduced P. W. 
Pearson as "one of the greatest 
org.inizcrs Newmarket has ever 
had." 

A. D. Evans, chairman of the

He served on the municipal coun- 
cil and the school board while 
in the west, and was sent by his 
neighbors to Ottawa as a depu- 
tation of one member to obtain 
a railroad. When the railway 
came, Mr. and Mrs. Williams had 
the honor of the first ride. 

Eleven years ago he returned 
to Newmarket, to enjoy life be- 
side the farm where he was 
born. He used to make a daily 
trip to a spring on the farm to 
gel drinking-water. He has 
served in the Newmarket town 
council five terms. 

Besides his widow there sur- 
vive one brother, Alfred, Sag- 
inaw, Mich., two sisters, Ida E. 
Williams. Los Angeles, Cal., and 
Mrs. James Howard, Newmarket, 
and a half-sister, Mrs. Geo. 
Clark, Ingersoll. 

Members of the town council 
attended the funeral service held 
in the Christian church on Tues- 
day afternoon. Rev. Dr. W. S. 
Alexander, Rev. R. L. Casement, 
Rfcv.

Jack Batten, of the Salvation 
Army, took part in the service. 

"I am proud that in his early 
life the Army played some part 
in shaping his life," said Capt 
Batten.

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SrAIN AND A1X THAT 

This fellow Chamberlain, prime minister of 
Britain, has made us boil on several occasions, and 
we therefore have great pleasure in expressing 
agreement with some recent utterances on the 
subject of bombing British ships in Spanish 
territorial waters. We have expressed the opinion 
that Mr. Chamberlain in condoning the acts of 
Italy in Ethiopia and the interference of Germany 
in Czecho-Slovakia, and generally throwing away 
the League of Nations convenant, is making a 
mistake. Nevertheless, we may yet find it 
necessary to admit that Mr. Chamberlain knows 
what he is doing. Mr. Chamberlain is now doing 
pioneer work in breaking down patriotic tradi- 
tions inherited from the days of King Arthur. 
One of these ideas is that innocent and harmless 
citizens of any nation ought to go to war to 
defend the money interests of fellow citizens, so 
long as the adventures of their fellow citizens fall 
short of piracy. 

Only Reasonable 

Mr. Chamberlain says; "We gave warning to 
British shipowners that while we intended to give 
them full protection as long as their ships were 
on the high seas, we could not undertake to pro- 
tect them after they had entered territorial waters 
in a zone of fighting, and we said that because 
we could not do so without a considerable risk of 
being involved in war. The risk that these ships 
run literally means that the rate for freight 
is very high, and shipowners are getting four and 
five times the ordinary rates for voyages to these 
ports. If thes^ shipowners still send their ships 
to these waters and get bombed, is it reasonable 
that the government should be asked to lake an 
action that might at present involve not only 
them, but you, in the horrors of war— and you 
not getting any profits at all?" 

Concerns Us 

It seems to us that in this particular Mr. 
Chamberlain is pursuing a sane, although possibly 
unpopular, course. And what Mr. Chamberlain 
does today may determine what the rest of us do 

tomorrow. 



from a Walkorton magistrate who ruled that 
finding articles on the street and not advertising 
them io locate the owner is in itself a crime.

"mens rea* stuff to make a crime, but there are 
lots of people -who don't advertise who must har- 
bor "mens rea" but they aren't criminals, just a 
little less successful than they might be. 



WATER PROBLEMS 

The town of Bowmanville has a utilities com- 
mission which has recently provided the town 
with new sources of water supply. Apparently 
the utilities commission just went ahead on its 
own initiative and spent the necessary money, 
and will explain details of financing later. The 
commission has a surplus of $2,800 a year, and 
states that this will take care of financing. No 
increase in water rates will be necessary. Up to 
the present the town has been bringing its water 
from the Skinner Springs at Tyrone, how far 
from Bowmanville we don't know. This source 
supplies. 185 gallons per minute, which would be 
sufficient to supply the town if consumption were 
even, but the peak consumption runs as high as 
420,000 gallons a day, more than the storage tanks 
can take care of. The 185 gallons a minute pro- 
vide 275,000 gallons a day. Two new wells, both 
apparently outside the town, will put the supply 
up to 335 gallons per minute. 



WHO WILL PAT THE BILL? 

Now there is talk of additional staff to man the 
new police office. Magistrate Woodliffe said on 
TXaesday that people would be able to go to the 
police office and lay complaints, and that outside 
police would be able to bring their prisoners there 
at night and leave them. If another officer is 
necessary* he wi!! be as much a servant of other 
municipalities as he will be of Newmarket and 
his salary should be regarded as an expense of 
the court.

A VISIT TO A PLANETARIUM

It is indeed fortunate that the great city of 
Chicago has a highway running along the water- 
front and missing the main traffic. For 100 miles 
there is almost continuous city around the south- 
western edge of Lake Michigan. Numerous sub- 
urbs stretch from Gary, Indiana, with its humble 
dwellings of unemployed negro steel workers, to 
miles of mansions near Waukegan. Illinois. 
Between stand the skyscrapers of a great city, 
said to be ten times as large as Toronto. 

Lurid tales of gangsters have made us think 
of machine gun battles when we hear the name 
of Chicago. But the only harm we suffered was 
when we sought to investigate one of the under- 
ground streets. Descending the stairs from the 
street above, I ran my hand down the railing and 
when I raised it there was a covering of soot as 
black as tar. Deliver us from such a region! We 
did not visit the Chicago slums because we felt 
they could not be worse than those in New York 
which we had seen two years ago. 

It was nearly noon on Saturday when we 
reached the Loop. After a brief visit at the 
offices of the American Farm Bureau Federation. 
we star'ed to view points of interest. The Mar- 
shall Field department store is like those in 
Toronto, but greater and grander. They must 
carry an inventory running into millions of dol- 
lars. So far as we could see there was nothing 
of a bargain nature and very little in the low 
price field. Apparently it is maintained by the 
patronage of the richer classes. 

A great stretch of park lies between the busi- 
ness section and the waterfront. There stand the 
aquarium and the museum of natural history. 
No less than 23 people have donated at least 
$100,000 of their surplus wealth to this great 
educational institution. Half an hour was all too 
little to study there. 

On a strip of land jutting out into the lake 
stands the Adler Planetarium, the gift of a 
wealthy gentleman, to advance science and "to 
emphasize that under the great celestial firma- 
ment there is order, interdependence and unity." 
We were fortunate to arrive just when the plan- 
etarium was to go into action. Through the coo! 
shade of its hall we were ushered into a circular 
chamber with seating capacity for COO people. 
The ceiling was hemispherical in form, with the 
Chicago skyline depicted at the horizon, where 
ceiling and walls met. On the west were the 
skyscrapers, on the cast some boats on the sur- 
face of Lake Michigan. 

In the centre of the chamber was mounted a 
huge instrument shaped like a dumb-bell. From 
the spheres at the ends of it were to come lights. 
which, when projected on the ceiling, would re- 
enact in miniature the movements of the heavenly 
bodies. At the hour appointed a woman mounted 
a small platform and explained in a clear voice 
the nature of the educational feature which was 
to come. Then the lights were dimmed and we 
sat under a starry sky. 

Not only did the sun rise and set and the moon 
and stars appear over Chicago. Our hostess took 
us in an hour on a journey to the Arctic circle 
and finally to the north pole. For a few minutes 
we were in the fairyland of the midnight sun and 
of aurora borcalis. As we sat watching the great 
drama there grew in us a religious awe of the 
immensity of this great universe in which two of 
God's myriad creatures have ventured but 1,000 
miles across one of His spinning spheres. 



A good many people travelling 
along the road between youth 
and old age, have at some time 
in their lives sung in a choir, and 
until the last few years, the 
Sundays which saw my better 
half and I absent from our choir 
seats, were few and far between. 

Friend husbands choir exper- 
ience began as a boy chorister in 
the old land, but mine began in 
an Anglican church in a small 

town. 

No enthusiasm on my part, or 
on that of the organist, marked 
my entry into the choir world. 
I was young and didn't see why 
I should give up an evening to 
choir practice, and I think the 
organist loathed us all. He had 
come from England full of 
enthusiasm, and being used to 
people who loved to sing, he 
couldn't understand our indiffer- 
ent attitude. 

"Your voice is contralto." said 
he, after hearing me wander 
languidly and protestingly up 
and down a scale or two. 

"But rd rather sing soprano," 
I informed him, decidedly. 

"Maybe you'd rather, but 

you're not going to, my good 

child." said he, even more 
decidedly. 

"Mother!" I roared, as I stamp- 
ed into her sitting room, "do I 
really have to sing in the choir?" 

"Why not?" asked mother, but 
a determined voice came from 
the doorway as my father said in 
no uncertain tones, "I promised 
Mr. Holland you'd sing in the 
choir, so you may as well make 

the best of it." 

"Alto too. more practice," I 
muttered rebelliously, "practise 
piano, practise violin, study this, 
study that." 

However, needless to say, I 
went to choir practice, and I sang 
alto — no, I tried to sing alto. My 
efforts must have been agony to 
the alto who sat on one side of 
me, and a source of utter con- 
fusion to the soprano on the 
other side. But by degrees, as 
my reading improved and inter- 
est grew, a love of choir work 
was implanted in my being, 
which grew with my growth. 

I do not think that people who 
have never done any choir work 



can half appreciate the difficUlf 
ties which beset a choir master 
where alt the singers are volun- 
teers and amateurs. . 

The choir toaster MUST have 
whatever 3 music the service re- 
quires, but where he has no paid 
soloist or quartet, he is utterly 
dependent on people on Whom 
only a moral obligation rests, to 
be present. Sometimes the 
obligation rests pretty lightly and 
confusion jeigns, if a certain sec- 
tion of the choir be conspicuous 
by its absence. 

In no organization is there 
such need for "esprit de corps," 
as in a choir, for only as the 
members work in harmony with 
one another and with the con- 
ductor, can results be obtained. 

I have known choir members 
who resented what they termed 
"the dictatorial attitude of the 
conductor," but if he isn't in 
complete control of his singers, 
he might as well give up — he'll 
get nowhere. 

All this came to me forcibly as 

I sat in the arena in Aurora, last 
Saturday evening and listened to 

the Mendelssohn choir. There 
were about 200 of them, I fancy, 

and yet they were as well con- 
trolled as one voice; they were 
magnetized and the magnet was 
the personality and baton of Dr. 
Fricker. 

The four parts were like four 
magnificently played instru- 
ments; there was a pipe organ 
quality in the bass section which 
I have never heard equalled, 
and which made a foundation 
sure and beautiful for the other 
three parts to rest on. 

The wonderful* cohesion of 
tone and effortless lifting to 
climaxes were something to 
think back on with delight. 

The program was so varied as 
to suit every taste — and with 
each number one felt more and 
more, the utter mastery which a 
music-filled genius can exert 
over his choir and audience. 

Each number, whether as fam- 
iliar as "Annie Laurie," or 
"Drink to me only," or some 
heard less often, gave such a 
sense of fulfilment and satisfac- 
tion, that the memory will go 
with us till we have an oppor- 
tunity to hear the choir again.

Complete Domestic Water 
Service Cost Is Increased 



Lower Discount Adds 75 

Cents Per Quarter 

To Cost 



A new by-law governing water 

rates was read by council on 
Monday evening. The changes 
affected only those paying for 
complete domestic water service, 
the reading revealed. 

This class of users had former- 
ly paid $3 a quarter less a 50 per 
cent discount for prompt pay- 
ment which brought the rate 
down to $1.50 per quarter. The 
rate now remains the same but 
the discount is changed to 25 per 
cent, bringing the rale to $2.25. 

The rate for those using one 
tap is $1.25 per quarter, less 20 
per cent if the bill is paid within 
one month of issue. Users with 
kitchen tap and toilet pay S2 per 
quarter, less 20 per cent for pay- 
ment within the month. 

Commercial service rates re- 
main the same, nor is there r.ny 
change in industrial and special

Thero recently arrived In 
Toronto: a shipment of 46 cam of 
new potatoes from Virginia, many 
of which under Inspection, showed 
bacterial soft rot ranging from 25 

to 65 per cent when examined In 
Toronto. Distribution of much of 
this stock had been mode In 
practically every city and town In 
Ontario before the seriousness of 
development of rot was known. 
According to plant pathologists and 
bacteriologists at the O.A.C., Guclph. 
and literature from the departments 
of agriculture In Canada and the 
U.S.. gaidcners, tomato growers 
and potato growers are advised to 
prevent any of these diseased po- 
tatoes or peelings from them, being 
thrown carelessly around barns or 
visited at * yards or into composts which may 
Sunday,! 00 uscd ior spreading on the land 
as fertilizer, as Infection may be 
spread to the suit and become 
active In future crops. 

The co-operation of vogctable 
distributors is solicited in assisting 
in the destruction by burning, 
boiling or burying deeply as many 
of xhese infected potatoes ns 
possible. In co-operation with the 
dominion and Ontario departments 
of agriculture and the Ontario 
Agricultural College, the Toronto 
department of health 13 ordering 
the complete destruction of these 
diseased cull potatoes.
